Lincoln desperately 
wanted to keep Kentucky 
loyal to the Union. 

It was not until 
1864, when Kentucky 
became the last state 
allowing their enlistment 
that slaves could join the 
Union Army. Like many 
Kentucky slaves, Newton 
Bush risked his life to es¬ 
cape from his owner and 
travel to Camp Nelson 
and enlist in Company E 
of the 5th Regiment

where I live is not for the 
faint of heart. Even though 
there are some easy places 
most of the hunting I do 
is in the mountains.

So, here 
I go down in the depths 
of the hollow on this side 
only to climb up to the 
top of the ridge on the 
other side. By the second 
week of hunting I’m in 


noticed, however, is that 
the view is always better 
the higher I get. And not 
only is the view better but 
it’s that particular view 
that always lingers in my 
mind. I never think about 
the wonderful sites in the 
small dark valleys but 
the picturesque landscape 
from the top of the moun¬ 
tain remains permanently 
ingrained in the recesses 
of my mind.

You know, 
it’s easy to do that when 
we’re so wrapped up in 
getting to the top.

You mean 
down in the hollows? You 
mean down in the valleys? 
You mean down where it’s 
dark and where the view 
is limited and confined? I 
guess so. 

Sometimes we all 
get caught up in climb¬ 
ing higher and higher in 
things other than hunting. 
We get wrapped up in the 
possibilities and what may 
lie just ahead. In the climb, 
sometimes, we lose sight 
of whom, what and where 
we are. It’s at that time 
the Lord has to awaken us 
and bring us back to Him 
and to ourselves. How do 
we get there? Through the 
valley. But don’t fear the 
valley because it’s there 
where He always shows us 
the way back home.

American Chestnut 
By Luke Brewer 

Did you know the 
American chestnut tree 
once stood across 200 mil¬ 
lion acres? The American 
chestnut tree was one of 
the most common spe¬ 
cies in the Eastern United 
States. It was so common, 
because it could out-com- 
pete any other trees. These 
trees were absolutely 
huge, their diameter could 
be over ten feet, and grew 
over 100 feet in length. 

The American 
chestnut was very useful 
to anyone who lived in 
its range. The wood from 
this tree was light but was 
strong and easy to work 
with. They produced an 
important source of food 
for people, livestock, and 
the wildlife. They were 
also used to supplement 
food stores in the fall or 
winter. 

These trees used 
to be common until they 
started to die off rapidly, 
which is called the Ameri¬ 
can chestnut blight. The 
reason for this blight was 
a fungus called Crypho- 
nectria parasitica. It’s a 
member of the sac fungi. 
The scientists see it as the 
main cause for the blight. 


“As our commu¬ 
nity’s health partner, we 
strongly encourage youth 
participation in healthy ac¬ 
tivities, such as organized 
sports — and beginning 
lifelong healthy habits 
at this pivotal age,” said 
Erika Skula, CEO of the 
hospital. “We are pleased 


By 1950 the trees 
had virtually disappeared. 
Ghost of the giant trees 
littered the landscape, so 
they were unable to stop 
the fungi from spreading. 
This killed most of them 
off. This devastated many 
people when this hap¬ 
pened. 

Now these once 
majestic trees have been 
depleted from the earth. 
Now we have an Ameri¬ 
can Chestnut Restoration 
Project. The U.S. Forest 
Service, the American 
Chestnut Foundation, and 
the University of Tennes¬ 
see have been conduct¬ 
ing research and test to 
produce a blight resistant 
American chestnut. 
They’ve planted these 
trees in test plots on three 
national forests, in North 
Carolina, Virginia, and 
Tennessee. They are far 
exceeding their expecta¬ 
tions. These plantings 
are the first step to a new 
beginning for the Ameri¬ 
can chestnut. Hopefully in 
the near future these trees 
will be back like how they 
use to be.

The American Chestnut 
by Caitlin Hudson 

The American 
chestnut tree was once a 
very common and abun¬ 
dant tree, so what hap¬ 
pened? Before the 1900’s, 
the chestnut stretched 
from the coasts of Maine 
and Ontario, to the coasts 
of Georgia, through the 
mountains and highlands, 
to Alabama and so on. The 
American chestnut was 
everywhere. 

It was valued for 
its many great attributes. 
One of its greatest was 
the nuts it produced. The 
chestnut was something 
that was in high demand. 
People used them to roast 
over an open fire, street 
corner vending, or stuff¬ 
ing a thanksgiving turkey. 
In addition to the nuts it 
produced the American 
chestnut was a primary 
provider of tannin, which 
is a compound to treat and 
cure leather. It was also 
one of the most desirable 
hardwood timber species.

ican chestnut so what 
happened to this once 
beautiful and abundant 
tree? In 1904, the chestnut 
blight struck. It was first 
discovered in New York 
City. This lethal fungus 
was an Asian organism to 
which our native chestnuts 
had very little resistance 
to. So why did this fungus 
only attack the American 
chestnut? Because this 
tree is lacking the toxicity 
in a certain protein that 
other trees have. 

By the 1950’s the 
blight had done its dam¬ 
age and the once beautiful 
American chestnut was 
merely gone. It was esti¬ 
mated that 3.5 billion trees 
were lost from 1910 to 
1950. Millions of acres of 
land that was once shaded 
by this abundant tree, now 
stood empty. Estimates 
of the financial loss for 
the year of 1912 from 
three states, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, and West 
Virginia, totaled $82.5 
million.

FISCAL COURT MEETING 
HEATS UP AGAIN 

(Cont. from page 1) 


was $14,733.47 but they 
had $1,033.14 outstand¬ 
ing checks, which leaves 
$13,540.33 in access 
fees. Cale Turner stated 
to the Magistrates they 
were approving that 
they had received it not 
that it is right or wrong. 
Sheriff Shouse asked if 
they could have any of 
the money back from 
the access fees? Judge 
Turner stated that before 
they made a decision on 
that he wanted to make a 
statement on some of the 
bills that were coming 
up, two audit bills fell 
from the sky, one from 
the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 2012 of 
the County Clerk Fee 
Audit for $30,497.90 and 
another from the fiscal 
year ending December 
31, 2013 for $19,789.92. 
Judge Turner asked 
Shana how much she had 
give him back in excess 
fees, she stated that she 
had given him back 
$20,000 and $31,000. 

The County Clerk Shana 
Oliver, after the meeting 
stated that she had writ¬ 
ten those checks for both 
of the audits. I clarified 
this with the county trea¬ 


surer Mildred Hudson. 
She stated that Shana 
Oliver had written a 
check for $20,000 for the 
2012 audit and $31,000 
for the 2013 audit. 

He stated that 
if they agreed to pay 
$25,000 this year and the 
other $25,000 the next 
year by July 10th they 
would not refer them to 
FAC for collection. He 
stated that he had also 
talked to the girl that was 
doing the audit for this 
year. It started the end 
of October and was still 
ongoing as of Friday; 
Judge Turner stated that 
he felt the bill would mn 
$20,000 to $30,000. 

Judge Turner 
talked about several 
other bills but if they 
wanted to do this it was 
up to them. Zeke asked 
him if that was money 
that they already had. 
Kelly stated that it was 
money that they had 
saved up. Judge Turner 
told the magistrates 
they could do what they 
wanted to do but said, 

“I can assure you we 
are the ones that has to 
balance a budget, us four 
and if we don’t the local 


government will come in 
and say you do a tax or 
you resign from office.” 
Zeke made a motion that 
they make a decision at 
the next fiscal court meet¬ 
ing or at a special fiscal 
court meeting later in the 
month, seconded by Mike 
Thomas, motion carried. 

Judge Turner pre¬ 
sented the Excellence in 
Community Housing Con¬ 
struction to James Shouse 
for building a house with a 
HERS ratings of 37. Judge 
Turner stated that he was 2 
points away from winning 
last year. 

Cassie Hudson, 
Director of Partner¬ 
ship Housing stated that 
they had been awarded 
the $1,100,000 grant. 
$400,000 of the grant 
would be to build 2 
duplexes on Mulberry 
Street for the elderly; 
$400,000 would be spent 
for Rehab and there was 
a long line of people on 
the waiting list; the other 
$300,000 would be on 
new construction projects. 
She stated they were the 
new owners of property 
on Miltown or 1938 and 
would begin the skeletal 
construction, the drainage, 
lights, water, sewage, etc. 
She also talked about the 2 
other awards that had been 
presented to partnership 
housing. 

Cody Lewis was 
appointed the applicant 
agent for FEMA at no 
extra pay to her salary. 
Judge Turner stated that 
Ms. Lewis, himself, James 
Pendergrass and James P. 
McIntosh would be going 
to a 5 day training later in 
the summer. 

Judge Turner had 
a request from Marquisa 
Little that the road be 
closed at her property on 
Hollan Lane. He stated 
that they would have to 
run this in the paper for 
2 weeks and follow the 
proper procedures to close 
the lane. Motion carried. 

Judge Turner 
recommended that they 
purchase a Bobcat to use. 
He stated they could set it 
up as a lease to purchase 
and pay $10,000 down 
and $5,000 per year. The 
magistrates asked the 
judge to explore the differ¬ 
ent sizes and models and 
look at different brands 
and present them at a 
special meeting later in the 
month. 

Sheriff expenses 
were brought up. Judge 
Turner brought up $400 
that was being paid to 
the Sheriff’s office for 
taking citations for the 
solid waste committee for 
people that were litter¬ 
ing. Judge Turner stated 
that when he was in office 
the sheriff was delivering 
the citations and he went 
haywire and the sheriff 
didn’t want to do them, I 
ain’t saying he’s wrong or 
right that’s just what hap¬ 
pened. Sheriff Shouse said 
I didn’t stop taking them 
out. Judge Turner stated 
that they ended up hir¬ 
ing Thomas McIntosh to 
deliver them. Judge Turner 
stated he would pay $250 
out of his pocket if he 
could find out who threw 


out the garbage over the 
little waterfalls on Anglin 
Branch road. They threw 
away 55 gallon barrels, 
a mattress, a couch, plus 
this and that. Magistrate 
Little asked is this about 
the $700 or what? Sher¬ 
iff Shouse stated that the 
$400 was back when Ra¬ 
leigh Osborne was picking 
up the garbage and the 
county started paying an 
additional $400 to deliver 
citations and to check 
illegal garbage cites. The 
$700 was given to us way 
before that to haul prison¬ 
ers. Judge Turner stated, 
“To haul prisoners? Why 
would we pay you to 
haul prisoners?” Magis¬ 
trate Little stated that he 
wanted someone to get up 
and explain this because 
he was tired of hear¬ 
ing about it. Magistrate 
Little stated this is getting 
old. This is ridiculous. 

It is every time we have 
a fiscal court meeting. 
Sheriff Shouse asked him 
what he wanted to know. 
Magistrate Little stated 
where the $400 came from 
and the $700 came from. 
Sheriff Shouse showed 
the Magistrates where the 
$400 started (out of solid 
waster) when they made 
the first solid waste board 
and the sheriff’s office be¬ 
gan to deliver the citations 
to families that didn’t 
have garbage pickup or 
was illegally dumping. 

He also showed them 
where the $700 started 
several years before (out 
of the road fund). Mag¬ 
istrate Little ask County 
Attorney Henley McIn¬ 
tosh what he felt about 
it? Attorney McIntosh 
asked Sheriff Shouse if he 
was being paid the $400. 
Sheriff Shouse stated that 
he hadn’t been paid that 
since they hired Thomas 
McIntosh back in 2009. 
Attorney McIntosh stated 
that then the $400 needed 
to be taken off the table 
because it was a needless 
point to argue about. One 
thing I can tell you, stated 
Attorney McIntosh, is that 
you cannot continue to 
pay it out of the road fund. 
You can pay him the $700 
a month, you can reduce 
it or you can give him 0, 
its up to you. Zeke stated 
what if we give him $400. 
Judge Turner continued to 
talk about balancing the 
budget and if the four of 
them didn’t they would 
have to raise taxes if they 
didn’t cut down on spend¬ 
ing. Teresa Barrett asked 
Judge Turner the question, 
“If your in this big of a 
budget bind and have so 
big of a money crunch 
why then, when you only 
lost one employee, do you 
have farther down on your 
budget then the hiring of 
five employees?” Judge 
Turner explained that the 
employees wouldn’t be 
paid out of the general 
fund but would be paid 
elsewhere and with more 
employees you could even 
save money because more 
could be done on road¬ 
work and other things. 
Magistrate Thomas sug¬ 
gested that since Sheriff 
Shouse had gotten the 
money since 2003, give 


him the $700 until we do 
our new budget and see if 
we have enough to include 
it in our new budget. They 
voted to do this, and then 
Magistrate Thomas asked 
what about the months he 
hadn’t been paid. They 
talked about it. Then 
Magistrate Little asked 
Judge Turner why did you 
start it in 2002? Judge 
Turner stated because he 
was citing illegal dumping 
and serving the papers. 
Sheriff Shouse stated 
that is wrong. Magistrate 
Thomas stated that he 
had gotten it since 2003. 
Judge Turner stated that 
it stopped for a while 
when he hired Thomas 
McIntosh. Sheriff Shouse 
stated that was a different 
amount of money. Judge 
Turner stated whatever 
you want to do somebody 
make a motion. Magistrate 
Little said, I want to make 
a motion that we pay the 
Sheriff’s Office from the 
third month (March) to 
June 2014 $700 per month 
out of the general fund. 
This motion was carried. 

Randall Thomas 
asked that his road be 
changed from R Thomas 
road to J Thomas road in 
memory of his daughter. 
This motion was carried. 

Judge Turner rec¬ 
ommended that the fiscal 
court recommended they 
hire Jan Michael Bishop 
for Vi time solid waste 
and Vi time road crew. 
Magistrate Little stated are 
you going to recommend 
them one at a time? Judge 
Turner stated I am going 
to recommend them one at 
a time or I can recommend 
them all together. I am go¬ 
ing to recommend Ronnie 
Bennett as the other solid 
waste worker and the oth¬ 
ers on the road crew. Mag¬ 
istrate Little stated that the 
two solid waste workers 
wanted to move up and it 
wasn’t fair to them not to 
be moved up to get better 
pay while we hire people 
off the street making more 
money than they are get¬ 
ting. Magistrate Thomas 
asked what the road work¬ 
ers make. Mildred Hudson 
stated $11.51 per hour and 
the solid waste workers 
make $10.29 per hour. 
Magistrate Little stated 
I have nothing against 
any of the employees you 
have recommended but I 
don’t think it is fair that 
you won’t move them up. 
Teresa Barrett asked Judge 
Turner about a rumor that 
had been going around, 
that he had told the county 
foremen not to be fixing 
any county roads except 
where the buses were go¬ 
ing or extreme emergen¬ 
cies. Judge Turner stated 
that was the biggest rumor 
that had been started. 
Teresa asked Forman 
McIntosh if he had been 
told that. Judge Turner 
stated somebody had 
started a lie. Magistrate 
Little stated that he would 
clear this up, he asked the 
Foreman if he had told 
him that he had been told 
that he could only work 
on school bus roads and 
emergency roads only. 
Foreman McIntosh stated 
that he didn’t have enough 


people to do anything 
with. Magistrate Little 
stated they could have 5 
workers real quick if the 
Judge would just agree to 
move the two solid waste 
workers up. Judge Turner 
stated he was recommend¬ 
ing Jan Michael Bishop Vi 
time Solid Waste Vi time 
road crew; Ronnie Bennett 
-Solid Waste; Steele Sum¬ 
mers, Tim Dean and Wil¬ 
lard Thomas as road crew 
and if they didn’t want 
to vote on that then they 
could move on. “Bookoo 
amounts of people told me 
that if I took Jess Bishop 
Jr. name off then it would 
fly,” stated Judge Turner. 
“It ain’t about Jesse 
Bishop Jr. it’s about those 
two men sitting back there 
and them being promised 
to be moved up.” If they 
don’t like it they can go 
to another job. I’ve done 
it myself, stated Judge 
Turner. Robert Johnson 
asked why his son in 
law Jesse Bishop, Jr. had 
been taken off the list. 
There was a discussion 
about that. The magis¬ 
trates looked over the five 
recommended on the list, 
Magistrate Thomas stated 
we’ll make a motion to 
hire four of them. Judge 
Turner said there’s five 
names on there, Magis¬ 
trate Little asked the ques¬ 
tion, “At the beginning 
you were willing to hire 
one at a time or all what’s 
the deal now?” Judge 
Turner said I started out 
like that but I don’t want 
to do it that way. Mag¬ 
istrate Little stated, here 
we go again. Why do we 
want to work with a man 
that don’t want to help us? 
Magistrate Thomas stated 
I’ve made the motion to 
hire four. Judge Turner 
stated ok a motion to hire 
four workers is there a 
second? Attorney McIn¬ 
tosh asked who are you 
hiring so we will know 
for the motion. Magis¬ 
trate Thomas stated: Jan 
Michael Bishop, Ronnie 
Bennett, Tim Dean, and 
Willard Thomas. Magis¬ 
trate Mike Thomas stated 
that they wanted to add in 
this motion that the gar¬ 
bage workers pay needs to 
go up to the same amount 
at the county workers. 
Judge Turner stated that 
they would have to do 
that in separate motion, 
he had no problem with 
it. Magistrate Thomas 
stated that he didn’t want 
to hire these works at $11 
something an hour while 
they were still making $10 
something an hour. The 
motion to hire the work¬ 
ers was made by Mike 
Thomas, seconded by Tim 
Bishop, motion carried. 

In a separate motion, it 
was made to increase the 
wage of the solid waste 
employees from $10.29 
to $ 11.51 (same pay as 
the county road workers). 
This motion was made 
by Zeke Little, seconded 
by Mike Thomas. A 
motion was made by Mike 
Thomas, seconded by Tim 
Bishop to enter into an 
Inner Local Agreement to 
Make Sidewalks Handicap 
Accessible.
